exhausted. Very few who enlist

capable, self-sustaining, reliable men. 
In a sense they are better o ff under 
the restraints and discipline o f mili­ 
tary life than as tro uble makers

ho me. 
But what kind o f army 
do 
they 
make? Ho w much are they wo rth in 
the supremo test o f war? Our regular 
army is no t and never has been de­ 
pendable 
fo r 
meeting 
any 
grave 
emergency, such as a civil o r intCT'- 
nalio nal co nflict. It is to o small to he 
o f co nsequence, 
even 
if its quality 
were high. The vo lunteer is the safe­ 
guard o f American independence and 
prestige. There is mo re strength in a 
regiment o f civilians who dro p their 
avo catio ns in defense o f the co untry 
ban in two regiments o f any siand- 
iig army o n earth where service is 
co mpulso ry, as in Euro pe, o r where 
t is cheaply rendered, as in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The military o ught to be sufRcieiit 
n size and o rder to guarantee do ­ 
mestic o rder. To this end its needs 
are rather o f quality than o f numbers. 
In case o f war that might 
test on** 
natio nal strength it wo uld he o nly the 
nucleus o f an army and an insignifi­ 
cant nneleus at that. W hat we sho uld 
liave to meet such 
po ssibilities are 
well trained .intelligent, capable o fii- 
ccrs who co uld in an emergency drill 
ho sts o f co urageo us civilians. There 
is no cause fo r wo rry o ver the size o f 
o ur standing army; it can be increas­ 
ed as desired by simply raising

Washington, July 24.— Opportunity 
fi>r another “comet” scare 
w’ill 
he 
affordetl tomorrow, w’hen, 
according 
to local observers, the Daniel comet 
will mak e its nearest approach to the 
earth, being hut a mere matter of ^ 
70,000,000 miles away. 
The celestial 
visitor is now said to he steadily ap­ 
proaching and can he 
seen tonight 
.and tomorrow night with the nak ed 
eye. It w’ill rise ahout 1:20 o’clock in 
the constellation of Tarsus. 
This comet w’as discovered on the ^ 
9 th of 
June 
by 
Prof. 
Daniel, 
of i 
Princeton University, who later lost 
track of it. On June 22 It w’as re-dis 
covered by Prof. R. T. Crawford, 
of 
the University of California observa­ 
tory, Since that time it has 
been 
steadily grow’ing brighter and for the 
last f(‘W^ nights has been plainly vis­ 
ible through an opera glass. Its loca­ 
tion tonight, when it may he seen by 
anyone who care to look , will he near 
the bright star Alhedam. 
According 
to the orbit computed by the govern­ 
ment scientists, the planet is moving 
in a jilane inclined nine degrees to 
the ecliptic. It will mak e its nearest 
approach to the sun on Sept. 3. when 
it will he h'ss than 50,000,000 miles 
away. 
Washington astronomers 
say that 
this will he the last opportunity 
to 
see an important sk y-wanderer until 
1910, when Hailey’s comet is due to 
mak » ' its nearest 
approach 
to 
the 
earth on May Ifi. 
Id February and 
March of that year it will he nearly 
stationary in 
the 
constellation 
of 
Pisces. At that time it will he faintly 
visible to the nak ed eye. 
In 
April, 
1910, it will be in conjunction with 
the sun, becoming 
then 
a morning 
star, visilile shortly hefore 
sunrise’ 
The maximum of brightness will he 
reached in May and 
June, 
wlien it 
will apjiear as a shining light in the 
lieavens. 
The Hailey conu't appears at into» - 
vals of ahout seventy-five years. 
It 
was first observed, so far as histoiy 
H'conls, eleven 
years 
Ix'fore 
the 
Christian 
eiH, and it is delineated in 
the Bayeiix tapestry in commemora­ 
tion of its visit in the year of the 
Nurman conquest. In 1.545 it caused 
great alarm and brought forth a pa­ 
pal hull to quiet the fears of the su­ 
perstitious Italian people. 
The appearance of a new celestial 
visitor has led to a revival 
of 
the 
discussion regarding 
comets 
preva­ 
lent last Marcli, when alleged scien­ 
tific men gave forth many sensation­ 
al interviews regarding the possibili­ 
ties of a collision with the Marchetio 
comet. At that time a statement pur 
porting to come from Prof. Maeucci, 
the distinguished 
astronomer of the 
Vesuvius observatory, was published 
in nearly every paper in the world, 
containing the astounding 
announce­ 
ment that the Marchette comet would 
srik e the earth or come so near as to 
consume all the atmosphere. 
While this dire prediction was not 
fulfilled, there are many Washington 
scientists who believe 
that such a 
catastrophe is by no means impossi­ 
ble and that It has occurred before 
in the world’s history. If is alleged 
that life has been totally extinguish­ 
ed more than once by fires generated 
by passing 
comets, 
and 
that 
the 
growth of humna, animal and vege­ 
table life had to begin all over again, 
requiring millions of years to reach 
its present development. 
That the 
terrestrial atmosphere is of a highly 
inflammable character there 
is 
no 
doubt, and many astronomers allege 
tht the tails of comets are made up 
of*acetyline gas. If that is the case 
close contact w’ith a comet’s caudal 
appendage would lik ely be distinctly 
unpleasant for the inhabitants of the 
earth. The billions of feet of gas in 
a comet’s tail w’oiild, if passing clo.^.e 
enough, generate sufficient 
heat 
to 
cause the oceans and rivers to vanish 
in a moment in a cloud of steam, and 
instantly 
destrop 
everything 
that 
breathes.

The traveler who

wondered 
why some u se is not made of the 
timber that has been fire-killed all 
over the cou ntry will be interested to 
learn that the United States forest 
service at the University of Washing­ 
ton, Seattle, has discovered a means 
of u tilizing this timber, which in the 
past has largely gone to waste. 
In 
testing flre-killed timber—that is, tim­ 
ber which had its bark destroyed by 
a fire not severe enou gh to entirely 
consu me the tree, and which left it 
standing—it was fou nd to be thorou gh­ 
ly sou nd and, to all intents and pu r­ 
poses, thorou ghly seasoned lu mber. It 
was determined that if su ch lu mber Is 
cu t within the first year after it is in­ 
ju red it can be u sed for any pu rpose 
for which the original wood is satis­ 
factory, bu t if allowed to stand the 
timber checks so badly that it can­ 
not be worked u p to advantage. 
It 
has also been disclosed by investiga­ 
tions u ndertaken that good railroad 
ties have been made from limber that 
In some instances was killed 50 years 
ago.—Philadelphia Record.

Bome hot w ater on the m eats of Eng­ 
lish walnuts, let them stand for a few 
moments, skim them out and p lunge 
them In cold w ater and rub off the 
skins. Run them through a food chop - 
tp er and add them to cream cheese, 
; which has b een reduced to a p aste 
with cream or milk, and use as a fill­ 
ing for sandwiches. 
Plain String Beans.—Put the con­ 
tents of a can of string b eans Into a 
strainer and let the water from the 
faucet run through them until every 
b it of the liquor in which they were 
canned has b een drained off. 
Turn 
them Into a dish and cover them with 
salted cold water and let them stand 
¡an hour. Turn off this water, p ut the 
b eans in sufficient b oiling w ater to 
cover, and heat very quickly. 
Season 
w ith salt, p ep p er, and b utter. 
Beans 
p rep ared In this manner, if a g(X)d 
b rand is selected, can hardly b e told 
from the freshly cooked b ean's. 
Asparagus Soup.—Cut the top s off a 
b unch of asp aragus and b oll the tip s 
and stalks sep arately.

w ater in which they were cooked. 
W hen the stalks are tender mash them 
through a sieve. Bring a p int of milk 
to the b oiling p oint, add a tab lesp oon­

Boll ten minutes, then add 
the Up s and the w ater in which they 
were b oiled. 
Season with salt and 
p ep p er. 
Add two tab lesp oonfuls of 
cream. 
Let it b oil up and serve at 
once with toasted b read p oints. 
Oatmeal 
Gems.—To two cup s o! 
rolled oats add a cup of sour milk and 
let them stand for several hours. They 
may b e p rep ared at night for b reak­ 
fast, or during the forenoon for a six 
o'clock dinner. 
W hen ready to b ake 
add to the oats one b eaten egg, one- 
half cup of molasses in which one tea­ 
sp oonful of soda has b een dissolved, 
one cup of flour, and a little salt. Bake 
as soon as mixed. 
The loose rolled 
oats are much cheap er than the p ack­ 
age goods and can usually b e b ought 
b y the p ound at any reliab le grocery. 
Potato Soup.—Boll six p otatoes and 
one onion; when done sift p otatoes 
into the w ater in which they have b een 
b oiled; season with salt and p ep p er; 
mix a little flour in milk or w ater and 
sU f in; just b efore taking from the 
stove add milk to make it thin enough 
(three p ints) and small p iece of b utter. 
Crumb Crust.—A crumb crust for a 
m eat p ie makes an agreeab le change 
from the crust made like a b iscuit 
dough, which is generally used. Make 
the p ie in the usual manner, with lay- 
.era of seasoned m eat and^a generous 
sup p ly of gravy or stock. 
Have the 
b read crisp and p ut it through a meat 
chop p er. Season the crumb s with salt, 
add a little melted b utter, a b eaten 
egg, and enough stock to thoroughly 
m oisten them. 
Sp read ab out an inch 
thick on the top of the p ie. 
Cook for 
a short time, or until the p ie is thor 
oughly heated, with the top covered, 
then remove the cover and b rown the 
crumb s. 
If the moat of the p ie has 
ab sorb ed the gravy, send an extra 
b owl of gravy to the tab le. 
Strawberry Ice Cream.—Allow two 
cup s of sugar to two quart b oxes ol 
straw b erries. 
Hull the straw b erries 
and *wash 
them, 
and 
if necessary 
sp rinkle them with sugar. 
Let stand 
two or three hours, then m ash them 
and strain through cheesecloth. Freeze 
three p ints of thin cream to a mush. 


then add the fruit juice and freeze till' 
it reaches the p rop er amount of stiff­ 
ness. 
A few w'hole b erries may b e 
added to the cream with the b erry 
juice if liked. If the b erries were not 
very thoroughly drained a little more 
sugar may b e added to them and the 
whole cooked slowly into a very good 
filling for W ashington p ies or roll jelly 
cake. 
Dtimplingt.—One quart p astry flour, 
one teasp oonfiil salt, two and one-half 
teasp oons b aking p owder; mix soft 
with milk, roll and cut in squares 
ab out two inches each way and a lit­ 
tle thinner than b iscuit; take the b oil­ 
ing stock from the fire, drop dump ­ 
lings in one at a time, then rep lace 
over the fire, cover them, and b oll 20 
m teutes; take up and serve immedi­ 
ately. 
If care is taken ab out having 
stock stop b oiling b efore p utting them 
lii, and then keep ing them b oiling the 
20 m inutes they will b e light and de­ 
licious. 
Date and Rhub arb Pic.—One p ound 
of dates, one quart of canned rhub arb , 
three-quarters cup of sugar. 
Strain 
the rhub arb and stone the dates. Chop 
the two together, add the sugar, mix 
thoroughly, and b ake 
b etween twc 
crusts. This makes two p ies.

dares not tell. 
Loth was, it is said, mixed up in 
the riot and tragedy 
at 
McCormick 
camp Sunday evening, and yesterday 
of Charles Secomb , one of the victims 
afternoon he had gone to the home 
of the Sunday tragedy. 
It was w'hile on his w^ay home from 
the Secomb home in Yale to McCor­ 
mick camp that he was shot. 
A man and woman wiio drove along 
the road, p assing Loth and his wife. 
Slate that they w^ere out of the b ug­ 
gy and that other p arties wore 
with 
them, evidently quarreling or talking. 
The shooting occurred shortly after­ 
wards. 
Mrs. Josie Bassert, of 
McCormick 
camp , a sister of Josep h Loth, states 
that her b rother w^as on the way b ack' 
from the Secomb 
house, and 
that 
while he was taking his revolver out 
to shoot a dog it 
wms discharged 
ac­ 
cidentally and the b all killed him.

month the new church was struck b y 
lightning again, and although strenu­ 
ous efforts were made to save it, the 
loss was almost total. 
“There 
must 
b e some reason for this, b rethren,” 
said Brother Sip es. 
“I am going to 
find out what it is.” Thereup on he 
emp loyed a force of men to 
sink a 
shaft on the site of the twice des­ 
troyed church. 
W ithin a few days a 
rich vein of iron ore was found and 
the 
church 
p rop erty was 
sold for 
many times the amount needed to b uy 
land in another locality and b uild 
again. “I

you, b rethren,” 
said 
Brother Sip es, “it p ays to trust the 
Lord.

Amusing Experience That Came 
Near Breaking Up the Show

“In the wild and wooly days of Chey­ 
enne, when the men of the town were 
so much occup ied at night that it was 
a rare sight to see one of them on the 
street b efore noon, I was the manager 
of a theater there called the Gold 
Room, in which we emp loyed a small 
dramatic stock comp any and a few 
sp ecialty p erformers. Tony, who was 
a clever Irish comedian and singer, 
was a memb er of the stock and a very 
useful 
man, excejit when he was 
rub b ed the WTong way. 
“The leading 
worqan, 
known as 
Monte Verde, was of Sp anish descent 
and had the quick temp er so often 
found in memb ers of that race. There 
was no love lost b etween her and 
Tony at b est, b ut they never really 
quarreled until one evening, when she 
was coming up a flight of rather dark 
stairs and he was going down, he 
chanced to step squarely up on her 
foot. 
It was an accident, of course, 
b ut I sup p ose it hurt no less on that 
account. 
At any rate, she gave Tony 
such a tongue lashing as one seldom 
gets from a woman. 
When she had 
finished 
her 
tirade 
he 
answered, 
quietly: 
“ ‘Fer that lasht rema-ark I’m goin’ 
to let ye dhrowui in the p aice to-night.' 
“I overheard this, b ut thought noth­ 
ing of it, and went aw'ay laughing. 
“The p iece we were p laying that 
week was called ‘A Woman of the 
World.’ The second scene of the first 
act is the deck of a Hudson river 
steamb oat; time, night. The only deck 
p assenger is an Irish glazier (Ben­ 
ton). The heroine of the p iece (Monte

‘Good-b y, 
father; good-b y, mother; forgive me 
for this rash act,’ and jump s over­ 
b oard. 
The glazier jump s after and 
rescues her; and as he lift her over 
the rail the curtain falls on the first 
act. 
“That p articular night she made her 
sp eech and jump ed, b ut Benton made 
110 move to rescue her. I hap p ened to 
b e standing 
in 
the 
entrance, and 
called to him in a loud stage whisp er: 
“ ‘Tony! Tony!’ 
“Ho calmly turned around toward 
me and said; 
“ ‘Phwat is it?’ 
“ ‘Jump overb oard and get that wom­ 
an. Quick!’ 
“ *Aw,’ said he, with sup reme indif­ 
ference, ‘let ’er dhrown.’ 
“We were comp elled to ring the cur­ 
tain down without rescuing her. 
She 
was drowned all right enough, b ut we 
had to resuscitate her b efore the p iece 
could go on.”
